1. The Special Assistant to the DCI for Compartmentation has 
established two sub-groups (as yet unnamed) to establish the pro- 
cedures for indoctrination into APEX. The first order of business

2. The first group, to be chaired by DIA and to include as a 
minimum representation from CIA, NSA and DIA is to develop briefing» 
items, TV material, handbooks, vugraphs and procedures for indoc- 
trination of government personnel. The second group, to be chaired 
by SAFSS and to include at least CIA, NSA, and DIA participation, 
will carry out the same tasks for industrial personnel. [| 


3. This will call for close to full time participation for a 
period of several weeks. As both sub-groups are security oriented, 
it is requested that the Office of Security provide CIA members for 
both. It is assumed that officers would most logically come from 
the Special Security Center.
